li the city should omit the 
three gasoline stations located 


on Arrow Highway between 
Euclid and 2nd, however 


which are appraised at $220,- 
$17, the remaining 19 parcels 
total $517,661 

if the two pieces of real 
property appraised at $30,550 
(consisting of houses) on Ar- 
row are eliminated, 
for the remaining 
total $487,161 

In past discussions, it 
been suggested by some 
Arrow should be left 
and not included in the Civic 
Center Site for Upland, 
a buffer wall and landscaping 
be utilized to separate the 
commercial! strip along Arrow 
Highway. The two residential 
properties could, however pro- 
vide Arrow Highway access to 
the Civic Center to keep the 
cost at $517,661 

This half-million dollar fig- 
ure was estimated by Coun- 
cilman George Gibson before 
the appraisal figures were 
known as a possible ‘realistic 
figure’’ for the entire area,

A proposed ordinance that 
would raise $150,000 a year 
for park purposes would pro- 
vide « $10 fee for every 100 
square feet of balling 
apace. On buildings wit 
more than 2,600 square feet 
of space, the fee would be 
$1 per 100 square feet over 
the 2,500, 

City Councilmen delayed 
passage of this measure until 
their Sept, 15 meeting to give 
everyone in the community an 
opportunity to be heard before 
the final vote is taken, 

Ihe new ordinance would 
provide the solution to the 
City's desperate need for some 
method of purchasing sitea for 
parks as well as developing 
them 

At presem the city has a 10- 
cent tax override which has 
proven insufficient to purchase 
the necessary park sites, 

Up to now, the city has had 
no funds at all for developing 
park sites 

The new tax would be appli- 


eable on all building permite, 
including industrial, commer 
cial, and residential struc. 
tures
